The trolleys are responsible for three more 


meetings of Council since the last issue of 
the GA'.'KTTE. On Thursday evening of last 
wee. another meeting was held to consider 
the ordinance relative to the Bristol and 
Trenton Passenger Trolley. After a motion 
made by Mr. Scull tci take up the ordinance 
section by section was carried, and the clerk 
had be^un to read the title, Mr. Joyce rained 
the pouit of order that the meeting was not 
a special meeting, but an adjourned one, and 
as such was not a "subsequent" meeting, 
which the rules require in the final passage 
of an ordinance. The President declared 
the puintwcll taken and the further con- 
sideration of the matter was postponed. 


Mr. Joyce then called up for its first read- 


ing the ordinance of the Newtown, Langhorne 
and Biistol Trolley. The ordinance was 
read. 
After au i nvitatioa from the Lang- 


horne and Bristol Trolley Company to the 
President and Members of Council to take a 
ride ovor the road on Saturday had been 
read and accepted, Council adjourned. 


On Saturday evening a special meeting of 


Council was held to take action on the 
Bristol .vnd Trenton Trolley ordinance. All 
the members were present except Councilman 
Fetrow of the Third ward. The ordinance 
was taken up section by section and with 
but few amendments passed as presented. 
One of the amendments provided that iron 
poles should be uaed. Mr. Joyco wanted a 
proviso inserted that nothing in the ordi- 
nance should be construed as giving permis- 
sion to cross the railroad track at Mill street 
at grade was voted down. 
After the ordi- 


nance Y, as adopted section at b time it was 
adopted as a whole and Council adjourned. 


On Tuesday evening another special meet- 


ing wati held. This time it was called for 
the purpose of considering the ordinance of 
the Newtown, Langhorne and Bristol Trolley 
Street llailway Company. Those present 
wore : President, B. C. Foster, and Messrs.

A. Woir Gilkcson was asked to address 


Council upon the subject of the rails laid in 
ISath all eel, which were said not to be the 
right weight. Mr. Gilkeson stated that they 
were strictly in compliance with the ordi- 
nance. The ordinance granting the privilege 
of the u^e of further streets was then adopted 
section liy section and unanimously adopted 
as a whole. The route allowed by the ordi- 
nance is as follows:

intersection of Bath and Buckley streets, 
along I'.uckley to Beaver, along Beaver to 
Harden, along Garden to Jefferson avenue, 
along Jefferson avenuo to Wood, along Wood 
o Market, along Market to Pond, and along 
Pond tu Jefferson avenue, with a stand on 
Jefferson avenue from Wood to RadoliiFe, 
and a st uid on Water street from Market to 
Mill.

Bristol station last Thursday evening. He 
was thrown against the station and received 
njuries about the head. Dr. Martin and 
Dr. Groom were summoned and found his 
wounds were not dangerous, and he was 
sent to the city to the University Hospital, 


Trolley Trouble*. 


Perhaps no trolley road that has ever been 


projected in the slate of Pennsylvania has 
encountered so many legal obstacles and 
drawbacks as the road which has been 
partially constructed between Torresdale 
and Bristol, says the Philadelphia Record. 
Ever since work was beguu early lust spring 
the road has boon blocked and tied up by 
objecting property owners and opposing 
corporations, and it is still stuck on effect- 
ual Bnngs which have been placed in its way 
Colonel Edward Morrell is president of the 
company, and other prominent Philadelph- 
ians are interested in it. 


Before work waa started on the road it 


was thought that all the property owners 
between Torresdale and Bristol had given 
consent, as required by law, to the use of 
the Fraukford and Bristol turnpike. But 
at the very start the company ffas compelled 
to build the road through private property 
a short distance above Torresdale, opening 
a new highway and making a detour to 
reach the turnpike again. 
Several more 


points of friction were required to be 
smoothed over before the road could be com- 
pleted at far as Croydon, a distance of eight 
miles. 


At Croydon the company built a fine power 


houae and replaced, free of expense to the 
county, 
an 
old wooden bridge across 


Nesliarniny Crook with a.substantial steel 
structure, costing over $10,000. 


After this work was finished a complete 


tie-up ensued. The Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which has always opposed competing trolley 
lines, and Henry L. Gaw, a Philadelphia 
broker, refused to give consent to the use of 
the turnpike adjoining their properties, 
which are on opposite sides of the road at 
Croydon station. TJie distance to Bristol is 
three miles, and this link has been completed, 
but the company cannot get over 800 feet of 
turnpike against which Broker Gaw and the 
railroad object. 
The company cannot even 


connect its two links of tracks with wires, 
to supply electricily to run cars on each 
branch, as such a proceeding has been stop- 
ped by injunction. 
Mr. Gaw refuses to sell 


his property or do anything else to help the 
company. 


In this dilemma the company has stopped 


operations. A proposition has been made to 
connect with the Langhorne trolley road and 
get into Bristol by making a five-mile detour. 
Another project is to have the two links of 
the road already constructed operated by 
independent power houses, and to have the 
passengers walk the distance between the 
two sections. Ordinances have been passed 
to allow the road to pass through the bor- 
ough of Bristol, and arrangements are being 
made for the ten-mile extension to Morris- 
ville and Trenton, provided the present 
entanglements can be straightened out. 


The new trolley road between Langhorne 


and Bristol being in operation, the next 
step of the company will be to connect 
Langhorne nnd Newtown with a similar 
line. The towns are four miles apart, and 
the right of way has been secured from all 
property owners along the route with the 
exception of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Compauy, whose Cut-off branch crosses just 
out-side of Langhorne. This railroad may 
prove such au obstacle that the electric road 
will have to be broken at the point where it 
intersects. In that event trolley passengers 
will have to leave the cars on one side of 
the railroad, walk under the bridge and 
board other cars on the opposite side. 


The residents of Langhorne are agitating 


another plan by which they hope to overcome 
the difficulty and that is to extend the borough 
line until it takes in the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road's property at the point where the trol- 
ley line is expected to pass. It is said that 
by such action the town can then grant the 
right of way which the railroad company 
now withholds. 


Another branch of the Newtown, Langhorne 


& Bristol Street Railway Company s system 
is projected fro.n a point midway between 
Langhorne and Bristol to Morrisville, a 
distance of eight miles. 
Here again the 


railroad blocks the path, this time at the 
village of Fallsington. The people of the 
latter place talk of appling to the Court for 
borough incorporation, with the subject of 
helping the trolley company out of its diffi- 
culty in the same way as is proposed at 
Langhorne. 


—The people of Bristol and vicinity are 


enthusiastically ia favor of John Wanamaker 
for U. S. Senator. Petitions have been in 
circulation since last Satuiday, endorsing 
hia candidacy and urging the Senator and 
Representatives of this county to vote for 
him and use all honorable means to secure 
his election. In Bristol alone over 600 
Republicans have signed the petition. There 
have been but very few who have not bee'n 
willing to sign it. 
As an evidence of the 


earnestness of the people in this matter it 
may be stated that a number having heard 
of such a petition being in circulation did 
not wait to have it presented to them, but 
hunted up the person having it in charge in 
order to make sure that their names would 
be added to the list. Out of the 1097 voters 
for McKinley in the borough, it is estimated 
that 1000 are in favor of John Wanamaker 
for Senator. 


—The Republican voters of Bristol and 


vicinity will hold a meeting in Evan's Hall 
ou next Tuesday evening, to adopt such 
measures as will further the election of Hon. 
John Wanamaker to the United States Senate. 


If the people in other parts of the state 


are as much in earnest in having Mr. 
Wanamaker represent them as they are in 
Bristol and vicinity, there could be no doubt 
of his election, for the members of the 
legislature would consider themselves bound 
to respect the almost universal choice of 
their constituents. The meeting in Evans' 
Hall will voice the wishes of the Rtpublicans 
here. 


—Quay objects to Wanamaker. He says 


that there are enough business men in the 
Senate now. That's where the people and 
Quay differ. 
They think that fewer politi- 


cians and more business men would make 
quite an improvement in the United States 
Senate.

Annual Meeting Brtitnl Building An- 


•Delation* 


The thirtieth annual meeting of the old 


and reliable Bristol Building ^Aissociatiun, 
was held on last "Monday * evening, at the 
office of the secretary, A. Weir Gilkeson. 
The annual statement submitted by the 
secretary to the stockholders showed the 
total assets of the association to be $53,- 
074.87 consisting of §48,000.00 invested in 
loans, $1,200 in real estate, $2,181.55 in 
cash, and $1,098.32 in outstanding accounts. 
The transactions of the past year showed the 
receipts, including a cash balance from the 
preceeding year to be $19,985.83. 
The 


principal items of the disbursements were 
$7,800 in loans made, $8,174.28 paid for 
stock withdrawn, and $1,147.41 for real 
estate taken under foreclosure. There are 
seven series of stock in existence, consisting 
of 567 shares. 
The value of shares in the 


oldest series, which will probably mature 
next yeas-, is $186.07 each. The value of 
shares in the other series ranges 
from 


$165.36 to $27.48. 


There not being a quorum of stockholders 


present at the meeting the old board and 
officers hold over for another year. The 
President is Lewis Spring; Secretary, A. 
Weir Gilkeson ; Treasurer, Charles E. Scott. 
The directors are Charles E. Scott, James 
Wright, jLewis Spring. William Blackwood, 
George C. Gilllngham and J. H. Kelly. 
Twenty-six and a half loans were sold at 10 
cents monthly premium per loan, to seven 
different purchasers. 


—President Cleveland sent his Annual 


Message to Congress on Monday. He begins 
with a discussion of Foreign Affairs, speak- 
ing of the situation in Turkey as showing no 
mitigation, and declaring that it is difficult 
to perceive that any progress has been mode 
in the pacification of Cuba. Spain has not 
yet re-established her authority, and the 
insurgents have not made good their title to 
bo regarded as an independent State. This 
Government intimated to Spain some months 
ago that if a satisfactory measure of home 
rule were tendered tho Cuban insurgents 
and would be accepted by them upon a 
guarantee of its execution, the United States 
would endeavor to find some way to furnish 
such guarantee. It cannot reasonably be 
assumed that the hitherto expectant attitude 
of the United States will be indefinitely 
maintained. The Venezuelan Question is 
dismissed with a few words as settled. The 
Arbitration Treaty with,Great Britain is far 
advanced. The improvements in the Con- 
sular Service are described. 
The" figures of 


Government receipts and expenditures are 
given, and the deficit for the last fiscal year 
is put at $26,203,245.70. 
The progress in 


providing Sea Coaat Defences is called 
satisfactory. 
In discussing the Postoffice 


Department's work the recommendation is 
made that second-class postage rates be re- 
formed. The progress of the Indians under 
Government, care is said to be marked, The 
President says that the expected diminution 
in the Pension Boll has not appeared, and* 
recommends that abuses should be reformed. 
Progress of Civil Service Reform is said to' 
furnish -a cause for the^uinioat oongratula- 
tiou. The President thinks that the present 
Tariff law will in the near future yield a 
revenue which, with reasonable economy, 
will overcome all deficiencies. The retire- 
ment of the greenbacks'and ultimately of 
Treasury notes is, urged. Action agaiutst 
Trusts and Monopolies is suggested. In 
closing, the President appeals to Congress 
for rigid economy. 


Will Wot Explain tUe Mystery. 


Henry Silpath, of Burlington, N. J., who 


was found near the Tenth district station 
house, Philadelphia, Tuesday night suffering 
from belladonna poisoning and sent to St. 
Mary's Hospital, was able to return to his 
home yesterday. He insisted that he had not 
tried to kill himself, but would give no ex- 
planation as to how he got in that condition. 
There was in one of his pockets a letter of 
farewell to his family and a roughly drawn 
will. He had plenty of cash and some valu- 
able jewelry.

A lawyer from tho south, who was re- 


cently In Philadelphia, tolls nil advertis- 
ing story that points a moral. It suoins ho 
had been intrusted with the commission of 
finding certain possible American heirs to 
the estate of an English decedent. "In 
making this Inquiry," sold tho lawyer, "I 
found it necessary to examine the flies of 
leading newspapers in Philadelphia arid- 
New York, covering quite a long period. 
It seemed an endless task, owing largely to 
tho fuct that I wns continually Rotting in- 
terested in some article or advertisement; 
that had no possible connection with the 
matter in hand. But that which especially 
engaged niy attention while perusing those 
back numbers wns the advertisements of 
certain business men aud commercial 
houses tlmt were consLantly recurring 
throughout the flies. When they first at- 
traoted my attention, they didn't occupy a 
great deal of space, but grow constantly 
larger as tho dates of tbo illos came noaror 
the present time, until they filled pages, 
and from first to last, whether solid or dis- 
play matter, they told thalr story oloarly 
and impressively about what the advertiser 
had to sell. In these well worded advertise- 
ments I seemed to be reading the history 
and viewing the prosperous growth of tha 
houses that had inserted thorn. Being a 
stranger in both cities aud not familiar 
with tho places oC bushiest! about whioh I 
had been reading so much In the newspa- 
per fllea, I determined to gratify my curi- 
osity by visiting some of them. This I did 
nnd found colossal buildings, great empo- 
riums of trade, employing hundreds and 
in some instances thousands of men and 
women. From same members of these 
flrins I would seek information regarding 
the history of his house, telling how I had 
followed its career through the advertise- 
ments I had read in the newspaper flies, 
and without exception I wan assured that 
the rapid growth aud extension of the 
business were due more to judicious news- 
paper advertising thau to any other single 
factor. 
" One man who was conducting an Im- 


mense business told me it was almost en- 
tirely the product of newspaper advertis- 
ing. 
He stated that ho commenced busl 


ness with a capital of tlOJJOO, of whioh 
amount he invested $3,500 in stock and 
(7,500 in advertising, and at the end ol 
the first year had doubled his capital; that 
he continued to increase his advertising 
and the double process continued aud filial- 
ly quadrupled.

lieved of the expense of advertising, but 
other houses in his line bad sprung up, 
competition was active, and he found he 
must continue advertising to hold the 
trade he hud acquired."—Philadelphia 
Times.

My first impression of Mr. Lincoln 


was made by one of his kind deeds. I was 
going with n little friend for my first trip 
alone on the railroad oars. It was an 
epoch of my life. I had planned for it and 
dreamed of it for weeks. 


"The day came, but as the hour of the 


train approaphed the hnckinau, through 
some neglect, failed to call for ray trunk. 
As the miuutes went on I realized, in a 
panic of grief, that I should miss the train. 
I was standing by the gate, my hat and 
gloves on, sobbing as If my heart would 
break, whun Mr. Lincoln onme by. 


"'Why, what's the matter?" he asked. 


And I poured out all my story. 
" 'How big's tho trunk? There's still 


time, if it isn't too big.' And ho pushed 
through the gate and up to the door. 


"My mother and I took him up to my 


room, whore my little old fashioned trunk 
stood, locked and tiod.

down stairs and striding out of the yard. 
Down the street he went as fast as his long 
legs could carry him, I trotting behind, 
drying my tears.as I went.

The Casting of Steel. 


In casting steel there has always been 


more or less difficulty from the tendency 
of the melted metal to splash. 
This pro- 


duces flaws and cracks on the surface of 
the Ingots used for forging guns. These 
ingots weigh five tons and upward. It 
naturally arises that such a large quantity 
of metal falling from a height into the 
molda would spatter and splash. The par- 
ticles thrown off cool rapidly and are pro- 
ductive of a great deal of trouble. By a 
new and simple method this is prevented. 
A tube IB prepared of thin sheet Iron, such 
as Is used for roofing. The tube Is 24 inch- 
es In inside diameter and is suspended from 
an iron ring, to whioh there are riveted 
three bars on the surface of tho mold. The 
steel is poured from tho bottom of the ladle 
into the middle of the iron tube. All the 
splashes are thrown on the walls of the 
tube, whioh gradually melts away during 
the rise of the surface of the liquid steel in 
tho mold. It is by such little devices as 
this that a great deal of time, trouble and 
work are saved.—New York Ledger. 


Tho Mystery of Electricity, 


By use of the word "electricity" we ex- 


press a phenomenon which is only known 
through its manifestations. Sometimes it 
la spoken of as "oleotric fluid," but that 
jt Is not a fluid in the true souse of that 
word is well known to all scientists. The 
word "electricity" Is also used to name 
the science which treats of the power and 
other characteristics of the " unseen force." 


Electric force, when in a state of rent, Is 


called statical electricity; when in motion, 
dynamical electricity. This wonderful and 
mysterious force may be brought into ac- 
tion by heat, friction and other agencies, 
but what it is and whence the source of 
supply "no man knowoth."—St. Louis 
Republic.

Withlu 85 miles of New York city, among 
tho Riimupo hills, thoro are f.eoriss of places 
wherOjiiocordlug to tradition, elves, spritos, 
fatrios, browulcs and all thcussomblngc of 
qutilut beings whoso common lungungu is 
poetry and whoso homo Is In tho wood- 
lauds, can be found, if looked for iu tho 
proper spirit. 


Aside from tho fairies, there are inter- 


esting traditions connected with men and 
womou of historical ronowu. At Bumapa, 
close to the boundary lino of Now Jorsoy, 
ou a mighty pinnacle of thu Toruo moun- 
tain, thore Is a place culled "Washington's 
Watch Pockot" It !s a orovloe in the rook 
that looks us if some giant had seized thu 
rook aud torn it apart us one might sepa- 
rate n Blico of broad. If you put your cur 
close to this crevice and listen Intently, 
you can hour, fur below, the pound of a, 
watch ticking. 


The story is that George Washington 


stood at that spot one day alone looking 
through iv telescope to see whether tho 
British wore approaching. His staff was 
come distance away, for to climb to that 
lodge of the mountain required—und still 
requires—considerable labor. Washington 
was a tall, powerful man, as all tho world 
knows, aud ho thought nothing of tho 
climb. But tho officers of his stuff wera a 
little moro jealous of their oxortlon and 
they were willing enough to oboy their 
chief when ho told thorn that they iioed 
not go with him. 


As Washington stood, stotueliko, peering 


through the telescope, lie thought he could 
discern a lino of rod among tho treos a 
great many mllos up the Riumipo pass. 


"The redcoats—the Britishl" ho may 


have murmured as ho closed his telescope. 
It was now that the inoidont occurred tlmt 
gave the name of. "Washington's Watch 
Pocket" to this opening in the rock. In- 
ournbered with tho telescope—which wua 
not one of the convenient fieldglasses that 
are in use today, with a strap around it to 
prevent Its falling—Washington dragged 
bis watch from his fob to calculate what 
time it would probably be when tho enemy 
reached that spot. Tho watoh slipped out 
of his hand, seals and all, und fell into thu 
crevice far out of sight. 


It is strange tlmt tho watoh should con- 


tinue to go without being wound. 
But It 


Is averred that it Is certainly ticking to 
this day. Tho understanding is that tho 
patriotic imps of tho mountain wind It, 
because it belonged to the Father of His 
Country, and that they will do so to tho 
end of time. The verification of this legend 
is that thoro is the Tu.-no mountain and 
there Is the crevice, and every one knows 
that Goorgo Washington i-oally livod.—

TrauaCormntloii of Eloutrloul Kuorgy. 
Gulvanl showed that tho nerves could be 


traversed and the muscles contracted by a'

machine aro developed in this direction 
most strikingly In the gymnotus nnd many 
other creatures, in which tho currents are 
produced In great power and intensity and 
directed at will In the capture of their prey 
or in self defense, sometimes disabling a 
man or felling an ox by thoir powerful dis- 
charges. The fact of tho transformation of 
energy is well illustrated in those casos by 
tho exhaustion of the creature when it has 
continued this discharge of oleotricaJ ener- 
gy a short time. 
To this extent oortainly 


these animals aro olootro-dynumlc ma- 
chines. 
Tho oloctrio ool und the torpodo 


are but the two best known of about 50 
such electro-dynamlo aniiual machines al- 
ready discovered, nuil it is thought by somo 
authorities tlmt all animals possess this1 
power of producing and applying electric 
energy In less degree. Fiiniday found that 
tho gymnotus, tho oleotric eol, has a stor- 
age power equal to that of 16 large Leydon 
jars. It is probably well established that 
every muscle and nerve of every animal Is 
traversed by energy closely related to tho 
electric currant, and Dnguin calls this 


I'eleRtrlcito vitale. "—Robert H. Thur-

bear, door, elk, etc. It is remote from tho 
common localities, but where found is in 
goodly numbers. It. ranges very high up in 
the mountains, above timber lino usually, 
among rocks and cliffs. 
This requires great 


labor to get to it, hut once there the hunter 
will get his game nine times out of ten.

The contriving housewife has already 


discovered that peanuts can be used to 
grent advantage in many ways, of which 
here are a fow: 


Finely chopped peanuts Baton in milk In 


plnrn of tlio rolled mu»h so much uied 
makii a dish very highly thoughti of, uiul 
one very acceptable for the belated shopper 
or tf> be oaten at bedtlmo when a light 
luncheon Is required. 


Piuinutg rolled flno and added to tho 


breml stuffing for ducRs grontly improve It. 


1 hero are several ways of using peanuts 


for sandwiches. One way Is to roll tho 
meats very flno and stir them thickly In 
mayonnaise dressing and spread between 
thin slices of broad. Another method is 
to roll or nouiid the shollod and skinned 
peanuts and spread tlioiu thickly upon 
thin slices of buttered broad. Sprinkle 
lightly with salt before putting tlio slioos 
toget hor. Still another filling is made by 
salting tho powdered nut meats and mix- 
ing them with enough Philadelphia croiim 
choo<-o to hold them together. Spread this 
on squares of thin bread or crackers. 
Thew! sandwiches are particularly nice to 
sorvn with lettuce salad, 


A peanut paste served on bread is inado 


thus. For nn egg boat a tablospoonful of 
butter to n cream and into it stir a tublo- 
ppoonful of sugar aud tho yolk of an egg, 
beaten until it Is very light and thick. 
Seuuro freshly roasted peanuts, shell them 
and "hop very line. Stir chopped nuts 
with t.ho other ingredients until you have 
• thl, k paste that will spread. Slice broad 
Into \ory thin slices and out them into 
somo fancy form, such as rounds, triangles 
or diamonds, and spread them thickly with 
tho nut paste. Boat tho white of the egg 
very htiff, and add to it n toaspoonful of 
powdered sugar. Pllo this meringue upon 
the spread broad and scatter a few finely 
chopped peanuts over the top. 
Boat n 


shovel, fill It wifh hot coals and hold it 
over the meringues long enough to very 
lightly color them. 
Those sweet sand- 


wichorf are nice to servo with chocolate or 
coffee in the evening. 
They may also be 


served for a dessert. In this case n little 
bit of currant jelly or n preserved cherry 
put into the conte? of each piece adds to 
its appearance. 


peimut morlnguo shells are nice to serve 


wltu plain ice cream. Beat the whites of 
4 eg^q very light aud stir in three-quar- 
ters of n pound of powdered sugar, a table- 
epoonfnl of Hour and a cup of finely chop- 
ped peanuts. 
Drop the mixture by the 


spoonful upon buttered papers and buke 
in a rather cool oven. Place a shell on 
each side of n large spoonful of loo cream 
and put a little whlpjied oreum over the', 
top In rerving. 


Another dessert Is ponnut croquettes. 


Put n gill of milk and half a pint of bread 
cnunlia In a saucepan and stir over the fire 
until t hero Is n smooth mass. Add half a 
cup of finely chopped peanuts which have 
had a tablespoonful of sherry poured over 
them. Stir In tho well beaten yolks of 2 
e.ggs and remove from tho f re at once. 
When the mixture becomes pold, form It 
Into hulls and roll them in oggand cracker 
duct 
Fry them a delicate brown in hot 


lard. Drain on brown paper at tho month 
of tho oven so they will keep hot, and serve 
them with a caramel sauce. 


For salted peanuts, shell and skin the 


paamitg and to a oup of nuts stir In a ta- 
bloapnonful of melted butter or oil and a 
tablenpoonful of salt. Let them stand one 
hour; then drain and place them on a 
bright pan and put in a moderate oven. 
Cook until they are a nice brown, stirring 
them frequently so that thoy will brown 
evenly. 


Peanut soup Is mado like a dried pea 


soup. Soak IK pints of nut moats over- 
night In 2 quarts of water. In the morn- 
ing add 8 quarts of water, a bay leaf, a 
stalk of celery, a blade of mace and a slice 
of onion. Boil this slowly for four or five 
hours, stirring frequently to prevent burn- 
ing. Hub through n sieve and return to 
tho flra When again hot, add a oup of 
cream, 
Let tho soup boil up once, nnd it 


is ready to servo. Servo croutons of bread 
with tills scup. 


To mako a salnd with peanuts soak n 


cup of tho nut moats in olive oil, drain 
them nnd mix with two cups of finely out 
celery and a do/en pitted olives. 
Mix 


them with a mayonnaise dressing and 
BOTVO on lettuce leaves. This is a nice salad 
to servo with duok. 


To make peanut jumbles weigh a scant 


half pound of butter, add a half pound of 
powdei od sugar and stir them to n cream. 
Add 3 Iwaton eggs and a little nutmeg. 
Take one oup of flnoly rolled peanuts and 
stirthdin in with throe-quarters of a pound 
of flour. Break off pieces of the dough and 
roll them In sugar on tho molding board 
with tlio hand and form them into rings on 
n buttered pan, leaving a space between 
them to spread. Put 4 half peanuts on 
each ring and bake them in a moderate 
oven to a very delicate brown. 


Peaiiat wafers are delicious. To mako 


them stir to a cream half a oup of butter 
nnd a cup of sugar. 
Dissolve a scant half 


teaspamfnl of soda in half a oup of milk 
and add it -to the creamed mixture, nnd 
then stir In a cups of flour and beat the 
miztnro vigorously. Turn n baking pan 
upside down, wipe It very clean, butter it 
and spread tho wafer mixture over it, using 
a knifu to make the mixture smooth and 
quite thin. Sprinkle the top thickly with 
finely rolled peanuts and bake tho wafers 
In a nioderate oven until browned. Aa 
•oon ax the tin Is taken from the oven cut 
$he cako into squares and place them on a 
molding board to cool. Put those wafers 
Into a tin box to keep crisp.—New York 
Son.

The Trne Moral Standard. 


The moral motive arises not by con- 


templation of the gratification given by a 
certain line of conduct to God or by recol- 
lection of superimposed pleasures, secular 
or supernatural, present or future, or by 
any reference to the social habits or con- 
ventions with which Hie said lino of con- 
duct may or inuy not accord. Such moral 
motive has nothing to do with obedience 
to the revealed will of God, or with the 
extraneous conceptions of heaven and hell, 
or with punishment or reward from earth- 
ly rulers, or with the favor or disfavor of 
public opinion. It arises from the vivid 
ideal representation of the relation be- 
tween action and life. 
The compulsion of 


morality therefore is inner and Hot outer 
compulsion, its authority Inner and not 
outer authority, its restraints those aris- 
ing from tlio connection of cause and ef- 
feot, its sanctions natural, not supernatu- 
ral, essential and not fortuitous. The 
foundations of the moral code thus belong 
to the very nature of sentient life itself, 
and its dictates therefore possess a valid- 
ity, 
areiuh, a significance, a socrodness, to 


which na others can conceivably lay claim.

In a passage of his 
letters he trades with admirable skill and 
truth the connection between the loose 
sentimentality of Ronsseauism and the In- 
dulgence of murderous passions in the 
reign of terror. 


That Burke, when he wrote the"H,efleo 


tions on the French Bevolution," though 
the victim of a temporary frenzy, was in 
no other souse mad is proved, if proof were 
needed, by the appearance two years after 
of the letter to Sir Hercules Langrisha on 
the removal of the disabilities of Irish 
Catholics, a production as sane, as liberal 
and as wise as anything he ever wrote, 
His conduct in championing the Catholic 
claims was the more chivalrous because 
his Catholic connection had through life 
exposed him to calumny and suspicion. 
There is some reason for believipg that big 
arguments ac the time made a favorable 
impression upon George III, whose mind 
perhaps was opened to them by his alli- 
ance with Catholic monarchies against the 
atheist republic. In the end other Influ- 
ences unhappily prevailed, and the country 
rues at the presont hour the rejection of 
Burke's policy of Catholic emancipation.

statue through an almost instantaneous 
process of petrifaction, nobody expected 
that from Oklahoma would come a verifi- 
cation of tho tale. . .Even now one feels 
doubtful whether too much credence 
should be placed in the yarn about the 
girl who drunk water out of the center of 


geode and at once turned into stone. 


Still, it might be true—in Oklahoma, 
that land of easy divorces and Munchausen 
happenings. If it should be true, an im- 
petus will bo given to geological research 
and the trade In geodes will boom. 


When a pet dog is about to decease, we 


can give him a drink of geode water, turn 
him into stono and decorate our front yard 
with his statue at small expense.

POULTICES. 


What They Are For and How They Should 


Be Made. 


Tho chief object of n poultice is to sup- 


ply and retain heat and moisture for the 
relief of pain nud Internal cungosfciou. 
Other but less frequent uses are for clean- 
ing the surface of foul ulcers and hasten- 
ing tlie removal of dead tissue. 


Poultices are best made of ground flax- 


seed, but in case this is not to bo had broad, 
oornmonl or hominy may bo substituted. 


In making a bread poultice tho crust of 


the loaf should not bo used, and it should 
he-remembered that such a poultice quick- 
ly becomes ermr. 
When cornmeiil 01 


hominy is used, salt should be added to 
each application to prevent irritation ol 
the skin. 


The greatest benefit of a poultice comei 


from its heat. 
Therefore cure should be 


taken to apply it very hot. 


The flaxsocd meal should be mixed with 


boiling water in a receptacle placed over 
the fire, and the mixture should bo con- 
stantly stirred until it is of about the con- 
sistency ol oatmeal porridge. The batter 
should thon be evenly spread, about half 
nu inch in thickness, on a warm cloth 
folded in two or three layers,, 


Over the surface of the flaxseed a piece 


of cheesecloth, white tarlatan or a flue 
cambric handkerchief should be laid, or, 
those failing, the surface may be covered 
with a small quantity of vaseline or sweet 
oil. This procedure in no way interferes 
with the action of tho poultice. Its object 
is simply to prevent the fluxteed from ad- 
hering to the skin: 


The poultice, after being applied to the 


body, should be covered with either oiled 
Bilk, flannel or cotton wadding, so that 
tho heut may be retained. 
As soon as the 


poultice cools it should be removed and a 
fresh one applied. 


In order to render a poultice more ef- 


fective in diminishing or relieving deep 
seated pain, as in the chest and abdomen, 
mustard may be added ttj tho flaxseed. 
Such a poultice is far bettor, for ordinary 
purposes, than a mustard plaster. It is 
rarely followed by any unpleasant irrita- 
tion of the skin. 


The mustard should not be added in the 


form of the powder, but should be care- 
fully mixed with a small amount of warm 
water and thon thoroughly stirred into the 
flaxseed just before it is spread upon the 
cloth. 
The amount of mustard should be 


varied, according to the severity of tho pain 
and the age of tho person. 


The application of mustard in this form 


is particularly well suited to children and 
old people, whose skin is easily irritated.— 
Youth's Goimvmnn
